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UNITED STATES TARIFF 
CRITICISED BY DELEGATES 
_ OF BRITAIN AND GERMANY 


Washington:—Arthur Balfour, of 


Great Britain, and Abraham Frow-jand even with 


ein, head of the German delegation 
to the International Chamber of 
Commerce, pictures the United 
States protective tariff as one of 
the principal aggravations of the 
present world wide depression. 


Both Balfour and Frowein, inter 
viewed separately by the United 
Presa, listed the United States tar. 
iff among the things which, they 
said, must be changed if an at- 
tempt is made to prevent or amel- 
lorate future depressions. 


Neither expressed any hope that 
cyclical changes in business con- 
ditions can be eliminated entirely, 
Both said the present depression is 
worse than it meed be because of 
governmental meddling with econ- 
omic lawa. 


As Balfour put it, “we have gone 
on building dams to check econom- 
ic torces and then pretending to be 
tremendously surprised when a 
dam breaks,” 


Comments on Tariffs 


His opposition to what he terms 


. “government meddling with bustin- 


ess” is directed against such 
things as reparations, international 
debts and other fiscal derange- 
ments growing out of the war, as 
well as the United States tariff. 
Of the latter specifically he said: 


“You started out with the idea of 
using the tariff to protect indust- 
ries you wanted to build up. That 
was all right; but then you built 
up the industries and at the same 
time established a very high and 
somewhat ficituous standard of 
living. Then you forgot about your 
original object and tried to use 
the tariff to protect this fictitious 
standard, forgetting that in the 
meantime you had become a credi- 
tor nation.” 

Frowein also dwelt upon what he 
said was the impracticability of a 
creditor nation maintaining a pro- 
tective tariff, 

“We can't pay with anything but 
goods,"he said, “and if the tariff 
keeps the goods out it simply 
means we can't pay.” 

Balfour and Frowein agreed the 
present depression is a natural af- 
termath of the World War, but 
that it is aggravated by artificial 
restrictions on trade. 

“We had ten years of hard times 
after the Napoleonic wars.”  Bal- 
four said. “This time it may run 
on for twelve or fourteen years. 
Of course , we have lived through 
ten years already. 

Frowein Illustrates 

Frowein illustrated the effects of 
another artificial condition— the 
German reparations payments by 
pointing out that Germany is ex- 
porting about  $2,000,000,000 in 
goods this year in a world suffering 
from over production. She is com- 
pelled to force these unneeded com- 
modities on the world in order to 
meet her reparations payments, he 
said, and the result is a vicious cis- 
cle of declining commodity prices 
necessitating more and more une- 
conomic exports in order to meet 
fixed expenditures,

Development of the Russian mar- 
ket was held out as one method of 
combating the present situation by 
Hugh  L Cooper, president of the 
American-Russian chamber of com- 
merce, who declared. ‘Surely no- 
body who honestly studies the sit- 
uation believes that real world 
economic stability can be achieved 
without taking into consideration 
the desire of 160,000,000 Russian 
people for higher standards of liv- 
ing and their evident willingness 
to make great temporary sacrifices 
to attain this reasonable objective” 

The Russian system at present, 
Cooper said, is more properly term- 
td state capitalism than Commun: 
ism, and he added. “I believe that 
world economic prosperity, and to 
an even greater extent, world 
peace depends on what we decide 
to do about Russia,”

IN CANADA 


A live topic at preseit is the 
Income tax. Who pays it. Only 1.4 
per cent of the population ,r+ys 
though many have ty turin in 
statements 

The bulk of tax payers are salary 
men, white collar workers. Ihrese 
form 95,328 income lax payers. 
Next come retail merchants 12,668 
of them; next financial men, 
10,555; the professions contribute 
7,489 taxpayers. There are 3,642 
tax-paying manufacturers; 2,737 
farmers, 2,571 wholesalers. 

But you will observe, the wea/th 
is not divided amongst these cius- 
ses in proportion to their numbers. 
The 3,642 manufacturers paying in- 


come tax, $20,149,360. The financial | 


men though few in numbers pay 
$11,044,813. The salaried workers 
pay $8,336,415. Professional men, 
{such as doctors, lawyers, teachers, |——————— 
clergymen, etc. contribute $1,716,- 
674, and farmers turo in a mere 
$181,937. 

The burden of the income tax 
falls as it should, on the wea!thy. 
The heavy taxpayers are 603 per- 
sons whose income exceeds 
$50,000. They made up $17,581 each. 
The next class with incomes jrom 
thirty to fifty thousands make up 
1,016 persons. here are 1,875 earn- 
ing from twenty to thirty thousand, 
and so on down the line, There are 
100,696 persons with income o! 
$5,000 or nearly. 

The next point is the provinces 
in which wealth is centered. No 
;one in the Yukon makes more 
than $10,000 a year. The limit on
